That’s how many Chicago parks the Cubs have 
called home. The 23rd Street Grounds on 23rd 
and State Streets (1876-77), Lakefront Park 
south of Randolph Street between Michigan 
Avenue and the Illinois Central Railroad tracks 
(1878-1884), West Side Park at Congress and 
Throop streets (1885-1891), South Side Park 
at 35th and Wentworth streets (1891-1893), 
West Side Grounds at Polk and Wolcott streets 
(1893-1915) and Wrigley Field-also known as 
Weeghman Park and Cubs Park- 
from 1916 to today. 


Aug. 8, 1988 

That was the first scheduled night game at 
Wrigley Field. But because of a rainout, the first 
official game was the following night. The Cubs 
beat the Mets 6-4. 


3 

That’s how many All-Star Games have been 
played at Wrigley Field-1947, 1962 and 1990. 

The National League lost all three. 



That’s Wrigley’s largest crowd. It happened on 
July 27, 1930. They let fans stand on the field 
of play-along the warning track of the out- 
field. Hits going into the crowd were declared 
ground-rule doubles. 


314 

That’s one of the lowest-attended Cubs games 
in Wrigley Field history. On Sept. 24, 1943, the 
Cubs drew 314 fans, who sat through nearly 
five innings of freezing drizzle before the game 
was called as a Cubs victory.

T he only thing I find more suspect and unnecessary than a new steakhouse 
is a new burger franchise. I mean, I get it. Everyone loves pizza, tacos, 
sushi and, yeah, burgers. There can never be enough of these major food 
groups. And that might be true if you’re making something unique or top-notch, 
but the proliferation of a particular food concept is often marked by a glut of 
mediocre players riding a trend. 


As far as boutique burger chains go, 
Chicago has Epic Burger, M Burger, Umami 
Burger, Good Stuff Eatery and Shake 
Shack— just to name a few The competition 
to sling grilled beef around here is fierce. The 
folks behind New York-based Bareburger, 
which planted its first foothold in Lakeview 
last month, know this. Their CEO is 
named Euripides Pelekanos. And if you 
know anything about Euripides the Greek 
playwright, it’s that he was a controversial, 
innovative badass. And Bareburger does 
have an innovative shtick. It’s “bare” in that 
the company pursues a no-hormone, no- 
additive, no-pesticide approach to ingredient 


sourcing. They stick to fair-trade, non-GMO 
stuff whenever possible. In other words, 
they’re trying to build a better burger. But do 
they? 

The local franchisee 

Apparently you can go home again. Bare- 
burger’s Chicago franchisee (three more 
Chicagoland locations are in the works) Jerry 
Brunton grew up in Woodridge, Lisle and 
Naperville, 111 ., but spent the past 20 years in 
London and New York working in consult- 
ing. Of the switch to the restaurant industry, 
Brunton said, “I don’t know that I chose this 
as much as it chose me.” 


While living in New Y)rk, Brunton and his 
wife walked by Bareburger and wondered if 
they’d ever been, so they tried it on a whim. 
Brunton enjoyed the experience so much 
that he did some research and called up the 
owners and told them he thought the con- 
cept would do well in Chicago. “They said, 
‘Well, you’re the guy to do it.’ I said I have no 
restaurant experience,” Brunton said. “But 
we share a similar philosophy of not rushing 
things and doing stuff to get it right, so it 
made sense.” 

The scene 

If the name Bareburger strikes you as a little 
hippie, you’re right. The logo, which features 
a wavy font and a bear riding a big-wheel 
bike, looks like it was cribbed from a Grate- 
ful Dead tour poster. The menu touts stuff 
like “crops” and “greens,” and the dining 
room has a Chicago flag made out of flower 
prints. A hodgepodge of colorful lampshades 
hangs from the ceiling. In other words, it’s 
totally groovy 


The food 

Though I understand the cutesy abbre- 
viation “wiches” topping a section of the 
Bareburger menu, seeing the word gives me 
flashbacks of Anjelica Huston peeling off her 
face to reveal her wrinkled beak-nosed witch 
countenance in the movie “The Witches.” 
Despite the horrifying memory, I still or- 
dered something called Hot Honey Chicken 
($9.75) from that section. 

What arrives is a golden-crisp wedge of 
poultry, the flesh tangy with buttermilk and 
juicy to its core, dripping with chili-spiked 
honey The whole thing is topped with 
shaved Brussels sprouts and grilled pineapple 
and enrobed in a whole-wheat bun crusted 
with crispy sprouts. There were also fried 
crunchy lotus root circles hanging from a 
toothpick on top of the burger. Like a late- 
night talk show sidekick, the lotus root was 
extraneous and cumbersome. Its crispness 
would be better deployed within the burger. 
But other than that, the interplay of sweet, 
spicy and tangy was balanced, making this a 
top-notch fried chicken sandwich.

But this place is called Bareburger, not 
Barechicken, so what of the patties? The 
burgers ain’t cheap, but they’re fairly priced 
relative to the competition. The cheapest 
beefburger clocks in at $9.95. For reference, 
a Shake Shack double ShackBurger, which 
is hormone- and antibiotic-free, clocks in at 
$8.09 in Chicago. 

My favorite beef option here was the 
Buckaroo ($13.65) topped with aged cheddar, 
brisket, wild mushrooms 
and house barbecue sauce 
and served on a custardy 
brioche bun. The thin slic- 
es of smoky brisket are bar- 
becue joint quality while 
the cheddar is sharp and 
the mushrooms savory and 
earthy The only problem is 
that the patty is supposed 
to be cooked medium, but 
mine arrived well-done, 
bordering on dry The same 
problem plagued a wild 
boar burger called the Hog 
Wild ($11.25). There was 
some moisture resurrec- 
tion provided by a runny 
fried egg from Harrison’s 
Poultry in Glenview, 111 . Despite the dryness, 
spicy pimiento cheese and pickled green to- 
matoes on top offer a delightful acidic punch. 

The meat is high quality The grind is thick 
and has a loose pack. The beef has a mineral 
kick, and the pork a bit of funk. It’s procured 
from farms that use the Temple Grandin 
method of humane slaughter, and you can 
taste the focus on quality Once the cooks 
find their grill rhythm, these should be some 
of the better burgers in Chicago. 

The sides fared more consistently than 
the meat. Sweet potato fries ($4.25) were cut 
thick and had a touch of skin and soft, fluffy 
interiors, and onion rings ($4.50) featured a 
flaky panko crust dotted with herbs (a side 


combo of both is available for $5.90). The 
kimchi slaw was fizzy and spicy ($3.85). My 
only quibble here is the slaw could use a 
touch less mayo. 

The drinks 

Unlike most burger spots, Bareburger has 
a full bar. (This is fitting as the Bareburger 
founders started out running a club. When 
the club closed, they knew the burgers they 
served there were good, so 
they resurrected the recipe 
to start the chain.) The 
beer list features 12 local 
brews on tap, including a 
coppery-colored Temper- 
ance Beer Co. Smittytown 
extra special bitter ($5), 
which drinks like a clean, 
punchy lager and paired 
well with the burgers. 

Bareburger’s raspberry 
shake ($5.95) is life-chang- 
ing. If I ever become an 
actor and do one of those 
roles where I need to gain 
100 pounds like Robert De 
Niro did for “Raging Bull,” 
this shake would be my 
secret weapon. It’s a simple mix of raspberry 
preserves and organic Blue Marble ice cream 
from Brooklyn, but it bursts with farm-fresh 
raspberry essence and closes with a comfort- 
ing creamy finish. 

Bottom line: Whether it’s top smoked brisket 
or pickled green tomatoes, the condiment and 
flavor combinations happening at Bareburger 
are a cut above. While the meat quality is 
high, my burgers were a little overdone. If the 
cooks make this adjustment, they will achieve 
true burger nirvana in a crowded field.

In the latest Dan Brown book-to-movie adaptation, Robert Langdon (Tom Hanks) 
runs through Europe, racing against time and various other players to try to find a 
virus that has the potential to wipe out a portion of the world’s population. 


One of these players is the World Health 
Organization, led by Elizabeth Sinskey 
Portraying Sinskey is Sidse Babett Knudsen, 
a Danish actress known best for her portrayal 
of the Danish prime minister in the binge- 
worthy show “Borgen.” Only recently has the 
47-year-old actress begun her journey from 
European television and cinema to Holly- 
wood blockbusters (you can also catch her on 
HBO’s “Westworld”), with “Inferno” mark- 
ing only her third English-language film. 

How did you reconcile the differences be- 
tween book Elizabeth and film Elizabeth? 

I read the script and then I read the book 
because there was so much stuff I wanted 
to understand a little bit more. When I met 
with [director] Ron Howard, he said he was 
going to change some of the characters, and 


definitely my character. So I chose not to 
think about the book when we started work- 
ing. He changed the feel of her— she has a 
more intimate and personal feel— but she’s 
still very much inspired by the character in 
the book and her function. 

Your character is initially cool and enigmatic 
but slowly becomes more fleshed out. How 
did this factor into how you portrayed her? 

I think the whole film is kind of from Robert 
Langdon’s point of view He doesn’t know 
everything early on, but then it follows his 
development from being completely con- 
fused from the loss of memory and the space 
that is psychologically vulnerable, and then 
he gradually becomes more himself and more 
conscious, and his memory returns. The way 
I see it, my character becomes more real 


[once she’s] a person that he would recog- 
nize. When I was filming, I tried to follow 
that progression in the story 

*1nferno” is your biggest production to date. 
How did it differ from past projects? 

There was some vastness of the production 
and of the locations. You have these beautiful 
locations in Italy, and it’s kind of [a] privilege 
to have the Palazzo Vecchio and Boboli Gar- 
dens to yourself, or even when we shot scenes 
in Budapest with all of these extras. That felt 
very privileged. But the work itself is not that 
different; you still have the director and the 
story to tell. And Ron Howard is very very 
good at communicating, and he’s the one 
telling the story It’s work I’ve done before 
on a larger scale. And Tom is just so precise. 

... I was very starstruck in the beginning, and 
he very quickly made me at ease because he’s 
just so good at what he does. 

How do you prep for roles where you’re 
portraying a woman in a position of power? 

There absolutely is a difference [in prepar- 


ing]. When I was developing the character as 
the prime minister [in “Borgen”], that I had 
to control myself and not research too much 
because then I got distracted from the story 
on the paper. At the beginning, I got really 
into it and did a lot of research, but then it 
created a conflict sometimes with the script. 
So I did research because I wanted to get the 
part [of Elizabeth] right and understand her 
profession, but then you have to stop when 
it goes beyond the story that is told in the 
script. 

Overpopulation is a large theme of the film. 
Did you do any research into the real-world 
debate over how to handle the crisis? 

I had to do a little bit because it was a bit 
depressing. But I did it just for myself, not 
really for the character, to find some hope 
within myself ... It’s interesting, I think many 
of these characters are definitely on the high 
level of intellect, and I like that you have to 
think a little bit about [the overpopulation 
crisis debate] when you’re watching the film.

Characters lack depth and 
are either categorically good or bad without 
any wiggle room at all and no exploration of 
their motivations (save for some moments 
when Langdon or Brooks attempts to wax 
poetic about love). Some are even robbed of 
entire plot points for the sake of streamlining 
the film, which not only makes for a fairly 
boring experience but also is insulting to the 
audience.

moonlight 


A film so good it hurts 


There’s a moment in 
“Moonlight,” a gay 
black man’s coming- 
of-age story when the 
protagonist, Chiron, 
is sitting in the princi- 
pal’s office after being 
beat up by some of his 
classmates. His face 
bloodied and tear- 
streaked, he sits there 
while the principal 
tries to convince him 
to press charges. “You don’t even knov^” he 
cries, repeating it over and over. “You don’t 
even know” 

“Moonlight” is incredible— poetic, haunt- 
ing, gorgeous, ambitious. But what makes it 
truly shattering is that sentiment: You don’t 
even know This is a story that’s rarely told, 
and to see it told so well makes the film heavy 
with feeling. 

Writer/director Barry Jenkins breaks the 
story into three parts: childhood, adolescence 
and adulthood. Chiron is played by a different 
actor in each period— Alex Hibbert, Ashton 
Sanders andTrevante Rhodes, respectively— 
and all three deliver profound performances 
linked to the others. In childhood, Chiron 
navigates confusion at getting picked on, at 
his mother’s (Naomie Harris) connection to 
the Miami drug scene, at who he’s supposed 
to be. By high school, this confusion has 
morphed into fear and longing; at school and 


at home, Chiron suffers sadness so thick there 
seems to be no escape. As an adult, the sensi- 
tivity that defined his early identity is buried 
beneath a hardened exterior. 

The film throbs with a specific ache, 
especially in scenes between Chiron and his 
friend and potential romantic interest Kevin 
(Jaden Finer JharrelJerome/Andre Holland). 
As teenagers, they sit on the beach and try to 
connect, but their macho affectations throw 
up walls. When they reunite as adults, they 
talk around what they both know in a scene 
that is sensual and thrilling, like we, too, suf- 
fered through years of buildup. 

Through all this subtle dialogue and power- 
ful acting weaves Jenkins’ direction, following 
Chiron through his life like another character 
in the movie. His camera pans and circles and 
sways, watching from the backseat of a car or 
hovering just above the ocean’s surface. It gets 
up close to characters’ faces, creating intimacy 
so strong it becomes uncomfortable. “Moon- 
light” also does remarkable things with sound, 
tying emotions to memories and connecting 
each segment with a cohesive mood. 

Given the intense relationship between 
Kevin and Chiron, it feels natural to crave a 
crash between them by the end. Certainly Jen- 
kins had the opportunity to showcase black, 
homosexual love in a way nearly all media shies 
away from. Instead, “Moonlight” ends quietly 
gently placing more value in vulnerability than 
exhibition. It’s an extremely personal mo- 
ment, but you don’t want to look away
